At the entrance of the town the 
ground was covered with sand and 
earth to a depth of over a_ foot. 
Stones and earth also fell at Minsuno- 
mimra, a village six miles away. No 
previous eruption of Mount Zoo is re- 
corded. 

Only one man lost his life, but some 
stock was killed and fifty-five houses 
destroyed. The total loss entailed by 
the eruption is estimated at nearlv 
three and a half million dollars.

Awin our own country we shall find 
only isolated cases where the health 
and comfort of the working-man have 
received more than a ng consider- 
ation from the employer of a large force 
of laborers, so in Europe we sball find 
the larger part of the working popula- 
‘tion living as those do who do not own 
their own homes. But their houses 
neither combine the convenience nor 
comforts (luxuries) of the same class of 
homes which the ordinary American oc- 
cupies. Their houses are built in con- 
tinuous blocks of from twenty to thirty 
éach, and two or three stories high. 
The front is placed on the lot line, and 
very often the back stands on the lo’ 
line also, and opens directly into thr 
alley. Sometimes there is a smal 
paved yard at back. This plan admit: 
of no shade trees to dispe] the glare o’ 
the sun or grassy lawn to rest the eye. 
Examples of single or even semi-de 
tached houses are rareindeed. 

A two-story house usually has twc 
rooms on the first floor and two or threc 
on the second.

In the planning of such houses little 
attention has béen given to either ar- 
rangement or convenience. The only 
desire seems to have been to get the 
greatest amount of floor space and the 
largest number of apartments on a given 
lot. 

The sanitary condition of such houses 
can not be of a very high order and in 
many cases is simply deplorable. . In- 
deed, in the better class of hotels and 
cafes the plumbing and_ sanitary ar- 
rangements are of the very poorest 
class, with no attempt at ventilation of 
closets or lavatories, nor is the supply 
of water in such fixtures as closets and 
urinals sufficient to keep them fresh and 
clean. The antiquated death trap, com- 
monly known as the ‘‘pan closet,” long 
ago condemned as unfit for use, is the 
univergal closet throughout Europe 
When we find such acondition in sani 
tary matters in buildings of the hichest 
class, what are we to expect in those of 
the poorest? "Tis not hard to imagine 
the condition among a class of 
who seem to ignore one of the gre 
of nature’s laws—that ‘‘cleanliness is 
next to godliness.” 

Their homes are warmer in winter and 
cooler in summer than ours. But this 
comes from the scarcity of wood and 
abundance of brick and stone, making a 
masonry construction imperative. Built 
of brick and stone as they are, the entir« 
construction 1s very light. in Manches 
ter were many houses in course of ere: 
tion with four-inch brick partitions 
joists of 2x4 and 2x6, and roof timbers as 
small in proportion. 

The heating is done by one stove or 
range, which warms the whole house 
and on this is done the cooking some 
times for two or more families. This is 
necessary to reduce the cost of heating 
and fuel.—G. William Nettleton, in Chi

COLORS IN DRESS. | 
Interesting Information for Ladies and 
Dry-Goods Merchants. 

Any retail merchant may have no- 
ticed that if a purchaser has looked 
long and steadily at a yellow fabric, and 
is then shown orange or scarlet stuffs, 
he is apt to take them for amaranth, red 
or crimson; for there is a tendency in: 
the’ retina excited by yellow to acquire 
an aptitude to see “violet; whence the 
yellow of the scarlet or orange stuff dis- 
appears, and the eye sees red, or a red 
tinged with violet. If a purchaser has 
shown to him, one after another, a doz- 
en or more pieces of red stuff, he will be 
apt to consider the last five or six less 
beautiful than those first seen, though) 


_ the pieces be exactly the same. The: 


cause of this is, that the eyes, having’ 
seen so many pieces in succession, are 
in the same condition as if they had re- 
garded fixedly a single piece of red; 
they have a tendency to see the com- 
plementary color of red—that is, green. 
This tendency enfeebles the brilliancy. 
of the red of the pieces seen later. Some: 
Parisian merchants, after having shown, 
several pieces of red, would present to; 
the eyes of the customer some pieces of 
green stuff, to restore the eyes to their 
normal state.

UNCLE SAM’S CLOCKS. 


What It Costs the Government to Wind 
and Set its Time-/ieces. 


It costs Uncle Sam thousands of dol- 
lars a year to have his clocks wound, 
says the Omaha World-Herald. Every 
Monday morning you see young men 
going about the departments carrying 
little ladders, like those used by lamp- 
lighters. Their business is to wind and 
keep in order the clocks in the depart- 
ments. Each man has his own depart- 
ment or a section of the department to 
look after the clocks and this is his sole 
business. In some places men are 
employed by the month for this purpose, 
while in other cases the contract is let 
by the month or year to some enterpris- 
ing clock repairer, who sends a ‘‘jour- 
neyman” around to wind the clocks and 
see whether they are in order and then 
goes himself to make such repairs as 
are necessary. The cost of winding and 
caring for the clocks in the departments 
runs at the rate of $75 to $100 a month 
in each department. There are in the 
Treasury Department nearly 400 clocks. 
Some of these are expensive ones and 
cost away up in the hundreds of dollars, 
though the average value of depart- 
mental clocks is not more than perhaps 
$15 or $20 apiece.- A good many of the 
clocks in the halls of the public build- 
ings and also those in the rooms occu- 
pied by the headsof the departments 
are very valuable, costing away up in 
the hundreds.

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ABOUT. WASTE OF TIME, 


Conflicting Views Concerning a Decidedly 
Interesting Question. — 

There are many different and more or 
less conflicting views as to what consti- 
tutes a waste of time, says the Baltimore 
Sun.. Severe people consider every mo- 
ment wasted that is not devoted to pro- 
ductive work or necessary sleep and 
rest. They would make a man a mere 
machine, to be fed to maintain hisener- 
gies, to be allowed to sleep a limited 
number of hours to prevent wearing out, 
but would have him devote.all his other 
hours to work.of some kind. Other 
people, a littl broader in their views, 
recognize the need of intellectual cult- 
ure and would permit a certain amount 
of time to be given to reading and study 
without counting it a waste. The liber- 
als recognize another need of humanity, 
and allow some hours for recreation and 
amusement. But there may be waste of 
time under any of these limitations, and 
they may be to some extent violated 
without waste. Time is wasted that 
does not produce benefit of some kind to 
the individual, but the kinds of benefit 
to which he is susceptible are so many 
and the needs of different men s0 
various that there is an almostinfinite 
variety of ways in which time may 
be usefully employed. The test as to 
whether time is being wasted must, 
therefore, be applied to individual 
cases, and the only question is whether 
it is being beneficially employed. That 
time devoted to recreation or amuse- 
ment is not wasted is expressed in the 
oid proverb: ‘‘All work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy.” A cheerful 
disposition is such an important factor 
in energetic work that to deprive a man 
of the enjoyments of life isto curtail 
his working power. If, however, a due 
proportion is not maintained between 
work and play there is waste of time 
in the opposite direction. Too much 
amusement promotes a distaste for 
work. The hours devoted to reading 
and study are beneficially employed, 
not wasted, when the line of study is 
such as to promote the welfare of the 
individual, but time may be wasted in 
reading that which is of no benefit or 
that which distracts one’s thoughts 
from necessary occupations. Time may 
even be wasted in productive work if it 
should be of a kind that degrades or 
that is less beneficial than other avail- 
able kinds of work. But by far the 
greater waste of time comes from want 
of method. It is constant, hour by 
hour, and, like the constant dropping 
of water on astone, produces an effect 
apparently out of all proportion to the 
cause. Every one has hoticed that in 
a well-ordered household or shop 
every tool has its place and work pro- 
ceeds systematically. One thing is no 
sooner done than another is ready at 


hand, and the tools are always in order 


and ready to be taken up. On the other 
hand, in a disorderly household or shop, 
working without method, there are fre- 
quent interruptions or delays, while the 
question is being considered what to do 
next, or while search is being made for 
tools that when found have to be putin 
order. before the main work can be be- 
gun. A few minutes out of an hour 
may be wasted in such delays, but in the 
aggregate tuey aM ‘Cus two u ivtal that 
shows this to be4one of the :nost com- 
mon and almost unnoted sources of waste 
of time. In large establishments, em- 
ploying thousands of men, the employer 
has to look after the possible waste of 
time by as many individuals as he em- 
ploys, and his prosperity or failure may 
turn upon this simple question of a 
waste of time. In such a case thé loss 
by the individual is ‘so greatly multi- 
plied thatin a single dayit may amount 
to enough to offset the profits of a close 
business. This is the reason for the at- 
tention given in manufacturing estab- 
lishments to methods of doing work and 
for the strict rules governing the admis- 
sion and departure of working-men. To 
the individual it sometimes seems un- 
necessary to close the doors at seven 
o’clock and compel a man _ who 
is one minute late to lose a quarter 
of aday, but a little calculation shows 
the necessity for such arule, It is not 
only theindividual who would lose time 
if such rules did not exist. 
establishment would be demoralized if 
they were not established and enforced, 
thousands of dollars’ worth of ma- 
chinery would lie idle, along with the 
workmen, and it would become impos- 
sible to keep the work moving from 
department to department so as to 
avoid further waste of time. In a work- 
shop employing 8,000 men five minutes’ 
wasted time by each man in a day would 
mean the loss of the labor of twenty-five 
men for a day of ten hours, besides the 
incidental losses due to idle machinery 
and the difficulty of keeping the whole 
establishment constantly employed if 
there should be uncertainty as to the 
output from any department. The ex- 
treme case of a large establishment 
only serves to point out what takes 
place on a smaller scale in smaller fac- 
tories and workshops where there is 
lack of method or disregard of rules as 
to the hours of labor. The particular 
ways in which timeshould be employed 
(always assuming that they are not 
positively harmful) are really of less 
importance than that there should be 
method in the use of time and avoid- 
ance of the smaller items of waste that 
result from carelessness in preparation, 
thou ghtlessness and a neglect of system.

A Nuremburg firm is bringing outa 
new kind of sole for boots and shoes, for 
which it claims great solidity and con- 
venience. The sole consists of a sort of 
trellis. work of spiral metal wire, the 
interstices being filled with gutta-percha 
and ammonia resin, which give them 
both strength and suppleness. They are 
fitted with special nails on to ordinary 
soles and can be produced fifty per cent, . 
below the ordinary prices of leather ones, 
They have already been used in the 
army and it is stated-that the results of 
tho testare very satisfactory.
